LXXII. A remarkable Cafe of Cohefons of 
all the Inteftinesy &c. in a Man of about 
*Thirty-four Tears of Age y who died fame 
time loft Summer , and afterwards fell ten¬ 
der the InfpeEHon of Mr. Nicholas Jenty. 

■Read Feb. 9, rTT^ H E fubjeft was tall, and partly 
1758 ' j[ emaciated. I found nothing ex¬ 
ternally but a wound in the left fide, which feemed 
to me to have been degenerated into an ulcer. As I 
did not know the man when he was alive, and had 
him two days after his deceafe, I cannot give an im¬ 
mediate account of the caufe of his death. But in 
opening his abdomen, I found the epiploon adhering 
clofe to the inteftines, in fuch a manner, that I could 
not part it without tearing it. It Felt rough and dry. 
And as I was going to remove the inteflsnes, to exa¬ 
mine the mefentery, I found them fo coherent one 
with the other, that it was impoflible for me to di¬ 
vide them without laceration. Then I inflated the 
inteftinal tube, for the infpedSon of this extraordi¬ 
nary phaenomenon j hut, to my great furprize, all 
the external parts of the inteftines appeared finooth j 
Very few of the circumvolutions were feen, occa¬ 
sioned by the ftrong lateral cohefions of their fides 
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with each other.* The fubflance of the inteftines 
was rough, and a great many pimples, as big as the 
head of a pin, appeared in them, and were almoft 
free from any moifture. It is proper to obferve, 
that thele pimples have been taken for glands by the 
late Dr. James Douglas,, and others j whereas they are 
in reality nothing elfe but the orifices of the exhaling 
veflels obftrudfed, and are not to be met with ex¬ 
cept in morbid cafes. 

After having made incifions in that part of the 
colon next to the return, I found the peritoneum, or 
external membrane which invefts the inteftines, and 
the 'oifcera of the abdomen , to be of the thicknefs of 
a fix-pence j and I fairly drew all the inteftines from 
their external membrane without feparating their co- 
hefions j the peritoneum, or external membrane, af¬ 
terwards appearing like another fet of inteftines. I 
found a fluid in the inteftines j and I will not take 
upon me to fay, how the periftaltie motion muft have 
been performed. And afterwards I parted the fto- 
mach from its external tunic, as I had done the in¬ 
teftines. I found no obftrudtion in the mefenteric 
glands j but every evolution of the mefentery firmly 
cohered together. The liver alfo adhered clofely 
to the diaphragm, and its adjacent parts: and in the 
ve/icula fellis 1 found the bile pretty thick, neither 
too green nor too yellow, but a tint between both. 
I met with nothing remarkable in the other parts of 
the abdomen. In opening the thorax , I found the 
lungs clofely adhering to the ribs laterally, and pos¬ 
teriorly and interiorly clofe to fat pericardium. In 
making an incifion to open the pericardium , I found 
it fo clofely adhering to the heart, that I could not 
S avoid 
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Avoid wounding that organ, and with much diffi¬ 
culty could part it from it. I met with no fluid ia 
the pericardium. The heart was fmall j and in the 
internal fide the pores of the pericardium appeared 
,fo large, that one might have infin&ated the head of a 
middling pin into them. They have been defcribed 
by fome anatomifts, who have met with cafes fome- 
what fimilar to this, but without fuch univerfal ad- 
hefions; and they have been fuppofed to have been 
.glands. The fame pores likewife appeared on the 
heart} which, in my opinion, are nothing but the 
extremities of the exhaling cveflels. In removing the 
heart, I found the dorfal, and other lymphatic glands 
above the lungs, quite large, indurated, and of a 
dark greyifh colour. Nothing remarkable appear®! 
in the lungs} only, that the portion of the pleura, 
which invefts the lungs, and is generally thin, was 
here thick and rough; and thro’ a glafs it appeared 
as if covered with grains of fand } and might infe- 
veral places haye been eafily torn from the lungs. 

The aorta was pretty large} and in that part of it, 
which runs on the tenth dorfal vertebra, I found a 
cyjiis, as big as an oEve, full of pus± and lower 
down, immediately before that vefiel perforates the 
diaphragm, I found another, fomething lefc, full of 
matter likewife; both which portions 1 have by me* 
That portion of the aorta , where the cyjiis appeared, 
was rather thicker than the other, and ofieous. In 
opening the cranium* I found in that jparl of the ee~ 
rebrum, which lies over the cerebellum* a table fpoon- 
full of pus, of a greenilh colour} and examining it 
thro’ a glafs, there was an appearance of animalcula 
in it.
